This is in response to the Office Action dated May 22, 2003 in which claims 1-12 
were subjected to a seven way r estriction requirement. Reconsideration of that restriction 
requirement and provisional election of species is requested for the following reasons. 

Applicant traverses the restriction requirement because there exists a single inventive 
concept in the neutralization of a recipient's immune rejection of donated tissue by the use of 
a low concentration of donor tissue. As such, the multiple species of Applicant's invention 
constitute obvious variants of one another. Nevertheless, Applicant designates the method of 
Claim 11 wherein the allograft is of pancreatic beta cells. As such, claims 1-9 and 1 1 read on 
that provisionally elected subject matter.
